5. AT LAST MINUTE BEFORE BALLOTING BEGAN CAMEROON DEL 
WITHDREW CANDIDACY OF T. MOUSSA IN FAVOR OF BOURAIMA 
(DAHOMEY) FOR REGION D. 

6. NEW SUBJECT: CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE - 

PRIOR TO PLENARY SESSION, CREDENTIALS COMMITTEE MET 
TO CONSIDER ITS WORKING GROUP REPORT ON TRANSFERS OF 
VOTING AND SIGNING POWERS. COMMITTEE ACCEPTED TRANSFERS 
FROM LUXEMBOURG TO BELGIUM AND FROM FRENCH TERRITORIES 
TO FRANCE. HOWEVER, COMMITTEE DECLARED INVALID TRANS- 
FERS FROM CENTRAL AFRICAN REPUBLIC (CAR) TO CAMEROON, 
NIGER TO DAHOMEY, BYELORUSSIAN SSR TO USSR, UKRAINIAN 
SSR TO HUNGARY, AND EGYPT TO MOROCCO. INEACH CASE 
TRANSFER SUBMITTED BY TELEGRAM INSTEAD OF BY SIGNED 
INSTRUMENT, CONTRARY TO MOD 640 AND 643 OF CONVENTION. 

IT LATER WAS ANNOUNCED AT PLENARY THAT EGYPTIAN AND 
CAR DELEGATIONS HAD ARRIVED AND WOULD BE ALLOWED TO 
PARTICIPATE IN VOTING. DALE 
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
